Have you ever board of auction* being but render him 
decided by the burning of a candle? 

There arc many country *1*6* in Eng¬ 
land to-day where they urc thus »eUl**d, 
though the general public knows acgrcely 
anything about them. At Wart«m, in 
Warwickshire, tb«*re is an annual auction 
of the common land*, and the auctioncef 
is tho district surveyor. That official, 
before he l»egius the sale, takes an ordin¬ 
ary candle aud divides it into five parts 
as equally na he can. Each portion 
tbenif..r.* measures roughly an Inch, and 
then* tire five part*, because there an* 
five ibis of romtnou lands to lie sold 
cyery year. When all is ready the piece
